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Surabaya scene has been developing, it 
has so many stories. Some of them are 
imprinted on some places that no longer 
have the power or, moreover, been 
disappeared. Today, the scene is so far 
widely developed than years ago. 
However, the historical places are worth 
to be remembered as the symbols of 
our gratitude and recognition. 

AJBS FOOD TUNNEL 

This is the place where the "punk 
movement" often generated. A bar and 
a tiny stage has been there for any gigs. 
Vox, one of big name bands in the city, 
has performed on the stage in tribute to 
the Beatles. Heavy Monster released its 
first album at this place in 2007 before 
becomes overated nowadays. Most 
people of the town's scene have gathered 



there before the place is closed in 2008. 

TANDON SASTRA UN AIR 

Tandon is a word that has a meaning of 
water tank. The tank is planted and 
placed in front of fakultas sastra (now 
fakultas ilmu budaya) UNAIR. Lattest 
big time which could be spotted is a 
gig entitled Melting Point in 2007. This 
spot has been a starting point of the 
present town's music scene. Smellstreet, 
Papa Onta Cult, Hi Mom are some bands 
who born there. 



AQUARIUS STORE 

A cassette store! A heaven of 
youngsters to have date and also 
music shopping. International and 
independent music are placed in 
the showcase with no border. 
Unfortunately, this place is now 
closed.
